It Is forwarded to 
the Bureau of Statistics by a distingu- 
ished Japanese official who recently 
•visited"this country and presents In 
condensed form a statement of the 
commerce of Japan In 1901 and Its 
growth during the last thirty' years, 
and especially the commercial rela- 
tions of Japan to tlie_ United States 
and to the various great countries 
and sections of the world.

"Tho foreign trade of Japan.' 'It 
'says. "Is progressing year after year 
owing to the rapid ' development of 
her agriculture, commerce. Industry 
•and navigation. In 1001 the 
total 


Talue of Imports and exports amount- 
ed^ to J247.300.000. This" amount Is 
twelve times larger than that of 30 
years ago; eight times larger 
than 


that of 1881, ,and three and one-half 
times larger than that of 1891. This 
Is all the more remarkable since It 
owes but little to the Increase in pop- 
ulation, which Is little over 10 per 
cent In every decade:,35.7G8.547 In 
1870; 40,072.020 in 1880, and 44,260,- 
604 In 1889. ' 
"It scarcely need be said that the 


Continent of Asia holds the 'most In- 
timate relations with the

They claim that the protection they 


receive from the local police amounts 
to almost nothing. 
They havo re- 


ported the robberies time and again 
but nothing comes of It. 
They send 
their own men out here to look up the 
matters, but do not seem to be able 
to get tho local police to co-operate 
with them, so they can do any good. 
The yhavo made several arrests this 
spring and In each case the parties 
have been let go with a small fine or 
a short sentence.
